Dr. R 51. Hodges once read a paper 
before Ihe iiosioa Society for 
Medical Improvement, in which lie

"It is a cominoc impression tlmt to take 
food jmmediateiy before going to bed and 
to sleep is unwi.sa tixu h a .suggestion ia 
answered hy a reiniiuler tliat the instinct 
of animals prompts tliem to sleep as soon 
as they have eaten; and in summer an 
after-dinner nap, especially when that 
meal is taken at midday, is a lu.\ury In- 
dulged lu by many.

It is. therefore, 
desirable, if not essential, when nutrimeiit 
is. to- bo crowded, tliat the last thing be- 
fore going to bed should be tlie taking of 
food Sleeplessness is orieii caused b\- 
starvation, and a tiimliler ot milk, if 
drunk in the middle of Iho iiiL'lil, will 
often put people to sleep when byiinotics 
would fail of their purposa Food bi'fore 
rising is an C(nially important expedient. 
It supplies stroiiglh for bathing and dres.s- 
ing, laborious and wearisome tasks for 
the underfed, and is a better morning

Mothing could be liner 
tliiin his attitude townrtl Mrs. Grant, and 
iiolliiiig so touched the newspaper men, 
cyiiic.s 113 a good iimuy of thorn were, as 
Mrs. tirant s iittituile tnward the general, 
llcr womanly an\iety to Inive liim api)car 
ut the best, her woman's watchfulness in 
looking after little details that he seunied 
intdined to igmu'c, and her strategy in 
I having liiin dn wiiat she wanted him to 
dti were sub eets of fieiiueut coMunent. 

"At tliat time the little -lap was Orant's 
close body servant, ami a gesture or a 
look from Mr.s. (iraulwas acted on with 
11 prcunptiutss that caused one of tho re 
porters to say that the little .lap was built 
upon telegraph principles. In passing 
through the country fre .ueiit stops were 
made, ai.ii at every little town or station 
there would lie a crowd of people. As 
the train rolled into a place Mrs. (iraiit 
meiisured tho crowd, or the little .lap did 
it for her. and they inuaaged to have the 
general appear in a hat that lo their mind 
suited the occiision and the crowil.

If, when tlie train slopped, it ap- 
peared that there was a good many sol- 
diers present, without a word from the 
general ihoJapwouhl take oil the silk hat 
aud put ou his military bnL It the train 
slopped at a country town an easy soft 
Lilt would be on the gbnoral's head. It 
often happened that tho general had three 
or four bats on in the apace of uu hour. 
He paid no mure attention to this than if 
ho had not been concerned in the change 
at all. AVhonever it suited Mrs. Grant to 
have the hat changed it was changed, and 
ho apparently did not know wlion tlie 
changes look place. 

"Tills hat business wasasourceof great 
amusement to tho ncwsiiaper men," and 
they laughed a good ileal with .Mrs.

The white man or woman who ia able nnd 

- willing to work should not be olbowod out 
, of . the opportunity by an alien and uncon- 
genial race. Employers should take Iiome 
the lesson of the recent horrid events on 
the American side and ask thonisolvos 
how long similar occurrences will bo 
averted hero when starvation stares tiio 
working people in the face. We give the 
article from our Seattle contemporary in 
fiilhft ,Htt"i .-3t . > !Ji 

. HTo the thinking man — oven to the 
man who does not think — it is evident 
that we are upon a momentous crisis. 
Never in the history of Pugot Sound luis 
there been a time when it was more clearly 
the duty of the calm to remain calm, of 
the law-abiding to maintain their respect 
for law, -of the passionate to hold their 
passions in restraint. The air is full of 
rumors, and they all moan that the people 
will soon have to solve for themsolvoB a 
most important problem. For months 
the times luive been bad Thti puouliiir 
industries of this re^^ioii iiro all doprfadi'd. 
A market is found for our coal and lum- 
bar only with the greatest dill julty. 
Many mines and mills have been shut 
down or are running on short time. Tho 
inevitable conHsquencu follows. Uur towns 
are full of idle niun — of mon who uro 
willing and anxious to work ut any wajjus, 
however low. All that t\u-y demand is a 
bare living for themsolvea and families. 
This they must have. 

"Many of tho largest employers of 
labor in this city and in tho adjacent coal 
regions have within the past few days dis- 
charged their Chinese employes and aub- 
ttituted for them white laborers. This 
movement cannot be too highly com- 
mended. It should bo taken up by all 
employers in Washington Territory. 
Wherever a Chinaman is omployod and a 
white man ia able and willing to do tho 
work, diaohargu tho Ohinuman and hire 
the man who calls America his country. 
It is to be regretted, sincerely regretted, 
that any one must suffer, but if there 
must be sufl'ering, let it fall upon tho 
alien rather than upon the citizen. We 
oweaduty to all men; we are bound to- 
gether by tho ties of humanity: but our 
first duty is to our countrymen, to those 
who are entitled to claim our iielp in their 
extremity. 

"The substitution of white for Ohinoso 
labor need cause no inconvenience. If 
white men ask wages slightly hiyhor tlian 
those demanded by the Chinese, the 
difference ia made up to the employer 
both by the superior work done and by 
the increase of business in a 'prosperous 
commanity over that in one where bu«i- 
ness is stagnant. In uur city alone a 
hundred families might bo supported for 
each hundred Chinamen employed at 
work to which white men are entitled by 
all the lawa of nature. It ia» the employ- 
ers who must solve the problem presented 
to usi The solution lies in the general 
employment of white men. Sach a change 
would mean support, not for the working 
men alone, but for their wives and 
children i.a well. It wcjuld mean pros- 
■perity. Before such a duttrniinalion aa 
employers must now show tho Ohinamen 
will withdraw. There need be no dis- 
turbance of any kind, but tho man with- 
out work will leave, and that man must 
be the Chinaman. 

"The solution of this problem, and its 
Bolutien in an orderly, peaceable and 
humane way, is the duty of employers. It 
is not only a duty, but it ia a necessity, and 
those who recognize the gravity of the 
situation will not hesitate. Wo do not 
expectthat violent nieaaure-i will bu taken 
sgainst the Chinose, for we believe that 
employers generally will enter into the 
present movement for tho employment of 
white labor. And, more than this, we 
have the firmest faith in the aoberneas, 
fairness and love of law which have always 
characterized our people. It. is safe to say 
that nowhere on the earth ia there a relig- 
ion where the conservative c'assea are 
more united in their respect for order and 
jmoreatrong in their love of law than they 
are among the people of the l^uget Sound 
ooiinCry. - ' Here a hoterogcnaous popula- 
tion has been brought together, but each 
class seems to vie with the others in 
upholding tho laws. 'J'ho forbearanco 
which has been shown by the people of 
Ronton within tho past few weeks, the 
sturdy respect for law which they have 
shown in faco of tho calamity which lia; 
befallen them, the peaceable disp'iaition 
which has been displayed when sc. i of 
them were compelled to face idloi) , and 
perhaps starvation, make up an ..xample 
which should be heeded by nil people. 

y'TiuBiiB the era of bliMKiUss revulmiuns. 
The American laborer demands wurk, but 
he demands it calmly ami with dignity. 
He wishes to violate nu law, but he will 
have work. So long us there iiro wiiite 
men in enforced idleness Chinamen slujuld 
not be ehiployed. Let employer.'} do 
what is expected of them, and let thuin 
do it at once." 

THE DISTIMIUiailED VISITORS. 

Tho mayor has issued a call for a jmb- 
lio meeting at the City Hall on Monday 
evening next. The object is to consider 
what action is deemed necessary to he 
taken by the citizens to mark their ap- 
preciation of the governor-general and 
other distinguished persona who are on 
thair way to this province. The e.xaet 
form which the demonstration should take 
is left to the public to decidei but all will 
agree that at this tim'e, when the 0. P. 
and Island railways are approaching com- 
pletion and tho drydook is well advanced, 
the opportunity now alforded to show 
popular appreciation of the governor- 
general of this risini,' uattcri, tlio 
statesmen who havu been instru- 
mental in furthering those great works, 
and of the commander of the Canadian 
fo,rces, should not be neglected. We hope 
tliere will be a large turnout and that a 
fitting reception will be arranged. 

THE CHOLERA. 

There is no longer room to doubt tho 
existence of choletu at the Orieiic. It has 
made its appearance in China and Japan, 
an'd'ih'ould tho epidemic-i^eaeh this conti- 
nent it will probably come from across the 
Pacific. Victoria stiould bo on tho alert. 
Sewers, gutters and ceispools should bu 
cleansed and dushed, tha water sujiijly 
should be purified, and all lliiiiga [)nsaible 
should be done to make tho city clean and 
wholesome against tho advent of Grim 
Death in tho form of cholera.

LoNKON, Supt. It. — Lossar, chief of the 
Russian branch of the Afghan boundary 
commission, was interviewed before leav- 
ing London.

The 
eaaturn mouth of the pass remains in 
Russia's poaseasion. The Afghans might 
erect fort works if they pleased. Tliere 
was no s;eneral desire among Russians to 
attack Herat through Zullikar Paas. 

The I'all Mall (iazottn atatos chat it has 
reaaon to believe that China will protest 
against the action of Franco in dethron- 
ing the king of Aham us violating the 
Tientsin treaty. 

A Mormon conference was held in Lon- 
don to-day. Didiiiiates wore present from 
Miirway, Sweden, Holland and Germany. 
I'residiMit reiiroBO, of Salt Lake City, in 
an address, bna.sted that Mornionisni was 
Mpreadini^ in England, Scotland and 
\Vales, but admitted that small results 
wore being met with in Ireland. He said 
there wore si.x Mormon meeting houses 
in London and several thousand converts, 
and that two years ago last January 1,200 
Mormon emigrants were seat to Idaho 
and Utah, tie predicted the defeat of 
thu United States government in its 
efforts to suppress polygamy.

Yesterday there wr.o reported 4 newcaeos 
and -1 deaths al; Palermo, and 15 new cases 
and 4 deaths at Parma. 

ARIZONA. 

Ti'cso.s, Sept. If). — Louis Rickabougli 
shut .-Me.N. Levino to-day. The wound is 
believed to be fatal. Levino is an old 
pioneer of Ari/.ona, and ia proprietor of 
tho beautiful park known as Lovine's 
l^ark. He is an uncle of Col. Lamonte, 
private secretary of President Cleveland. 

i TURKEY. 

Paris, Sept. 15. — It is stated in diplo- 
matic circles that Nelidoll, Russian am- 
bassador at Oonstantinople, has gained the 
Sultan's ear, and that tho latter, being 
also encouraged by France, will not accede 
to tho main proposals of Sir Llenry Druni- 
mond Wolll', British special envoy, regard 
ing tho occupation of Egy[)t. It ia prob- 
able that tho mission of Sir Hanry will 
result in failure, owing to tho pressure 
thus brought tu bear uptm the Sultan. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Sacramk.nkj, Sept. 15. — By invitation 
of tho board of trade the congressional 
delogatis will leave here to-morrow to go 
np aa far as the mouth of the Yuba to see 
tho condition of the river.

— Publication is 
made iiero to -day of a startling disclosure 
in society atCelina, Mercer county, Ohio, 
where three or four youths, scarcely of 
age, sons of loading and wealthy citizens, 
are under bonds for burglaries committed 
in tho town. (Jno of tb.eni is Clayton 
Marsh, son of Hon. A. D. Mar.sh, speaker 
of the Ohio house of representatives, and 
another is a son of County Clerk Land- 
fair, who is a student at the Kentucky 
inilitarj institute. Several others are 
Buspectod, but have not yet been arrested. 
Tho matter becamo public through a 
nephew of tho flherilf, who had been en- 
trusted with tho sale of some of the 
alolon jewelry.

Fight a Fearful Battle. ^ 

Boston, Sept. 15.— A great ' glb'vis 
light waa fought in the suburbs of Bos- 
ton thia morning between Geo. La- 
blanclie of Murine I.slanJ, and Pete 
McCoy, middle weight, which resulted 
in a draw after five de.sperato rounds 
had been fought. There bad been a 
very bitter feeling between the contest- 
ants since the fight between them at 
a private club in this city in April last- 
About 200 sporting men from Boston 
and vicinity started nt an early hour 
for a station on the Eastern 'railway. 
A ring was pitched in tho centre of a 
large Toota. MoCoy was in first-class 
condition and weighed 142 pounds. 
Lablauche weighed 170 pounds. Jas. 
Uolville was referee. The tight waa of 
the average brutal nature and both 
men were badly punished. 

In the lir.st round McOoy'.s face was 
badly cut, blood flowing in a stream 
from bis wounds. McCoy was knocked 
down in this round, and he responded 
by flooring his antagonisi/. On the 
whole McCoy had the best of the first 
round. At tlio end of tho round the 
friends of McCoy claimed that La 
blancbo butted McCoy, and claimed a 
foul, which the referee disallowed, al- 
though it was the universal opinion 
that the claim was a just one. 

The men spurred Qiutiously for near- 
ly ten secontl.s at the beginning of tho 
.second fljund, and both .showed science 
in feinting. ]^abhuiclu! led with his left 
and attempted to get in a tremendous 
right, but McGoy was lueky enough to 
e.scajie from it by ducking. A clinch 
followed in which McCoy waa bested, 
and after tho contestants were ordered 
to sf;[iarato by the referee, they did 
Home wonderful .shorcarmed fighting, 
and blow after blow was exchanged be- 
tween the men at short range, and 
blood began to flow from eats on their 
heads and faces. Lablanche had^much 
the best of this round. 

Tlie men had no sooner come to- 
gether in the third round than McCoy 
got ill a ataggoring blow on Ln- 
blancbe's neck and for a moment it 
looked as if Lablanciie was whipped, 
but he rushed on hia opponent like a 
madman and sent in blow after blow 
witii terrible velocity, knocking down 
the guard of McCoy. The man from 
Bridgoport recovered in a moment and 
returned Imhlftnclie's blows by plant- 
ing l(is right upon the lattar'a fice. La- 
blanche sent in an upper cut that sent 
McCoy against the ropes, and a clinch 
followeil. When the men came together 
during llio clinch, McCoy's second 
again claimed that his man was fouled, 
ani lie again a[.>pealed to the referco 
for a deuiaion. The referee decided that 
it .vtiK no foul. Tho round closed with 
JlcCoy lauding bis left on Lablanche's 
neck, and the latter reciprocated hy 
striking hia opponent a hard blow un- 
der the eye. 

^Thi3 coutestauta wer e rather bivjkea 
at the begiiming of the fourth round, 
yet McCoy appeared fresher. This 
round from first lo last was tamer 
than any. Near the conclusion La- 
blanohe, who had been reserving his 
strength for a sudden onslaught, rush- 
ed upon bis oijponent, and with a ter- 
rible right-liaiui knocked him complete- 
ly oil his feet. McCoy came u|) smiling 
but further proceedings wore stopped, 
it is said, by *he police. The fight was 
to have been one of eight rounds.

These targets are 
made of steel aud as near tho form of an 
average-sized man us can l)o outlined with 
steel. They are made iu Ibrco positions 
—upright, at a from, then iu the position 
of firing with arms raised as if holding a 
musket Col. Plagler liinisolf i-iventcd 
the niachino that works tho steel to the 
proper shape, Tho steel frame is covered 
with cloth in such a manner that at a dis- 
tance the resemblance of ainau is marked; 
aud, what is imporiaut, it can bo told in 
iust what part the "man" is hit — arm. 
leg, breast, stomach, neck, shoulder or 
head. Four hundreil of these steel tar- 

f cta are being miulo, requiring the use of 
03,01)0 pounds of steei, 
. In the tar;;et practice they will bo 
' "■'placed in s,;i;r»us, in platoons, iu com- 
panies, and the various other forms in 
"wnioli soldiers mo c iu the opening of an 
engagement The practice will commence 
at a range of UOO to 5100 yards, and thou 
bo gradually iiicrensed to long d'-tauce.s. 
. .The targets will be sent to military posts 
,at; wJhicSisucli practice can bo '^est carried 
■©n., , The only drawback' to the cflective- 
ress of this practice is in the fact that the 
Bteel- man targets can not fire "wicU; if 
they could, tho soldiers who are firing at 
tbem might not be so expert.
